MYSTERY OF U.S. COMPROMISE PLAN. 


Geneva, Nov, 12.

ixsued in Caris.

The Note says that the elfective 
protection of Japanese nationals 
in the interior requires much 
larger forces than the 14,400 
soldiers which are ut present 
there, as it is necessary to bring 
back within the safety zone, 
Japanese and Koreans who ure 
living alone the railway lines. 
Nevertheless, many Koreans are 
unuble to abandon their crops, and 
prefer to remain.

‘ Madrid, Nov. 12. 
Alfonso, former King of ' 
Spain, has been sentenced to 
imprisonment for life! ‘ 
The sentence was announced 
ta-day by the so-called “Guilt 
Committee," which has been 
engaged in an investigation of 
the conduct of the leading mem- 
bers of the old regime. ; 
The charge against Alfonso was 
lesa majeate against the nation. 
In addition to the sentence of 
imprisonment, it: was decided ‘to 
order confiscation of the ex-King’s 
property. . : 
-The Committee's report was 
rend in the Cortes to-day and was 
loudly cheered, 


The King’s “Guilty Acts.” 

Alfonso’s cuilty acts, according 
to the Committee, especially relate 
to the disaster at Anual, Morocco, 
in 1921 “which involved the nation 
in terrible loss of life,’ and con- 
nivance in the coup d’etat of 1925, 
which created the Dictatorship of 
Gen, Primo de Rivera. ; 

The Committee stuted that they 
only refrained from recommending 
the death penalty on account of 
the exclusion of capital punish- 
ment from the new Code by the 
Cortes, but says that the penalty 
will be appliable if he continues 
his‘ rebellious activities nygainst 
the nation.—Reutor, :

LARCENY CONSPIRACY 
ALLEGED. 


An claborate trick to gain pos- 
session of a'diamond ring valued 
at $600 from.a Wanchai. pawn- 
broker wag detailed at the Contral 
Magistracy’ yesterday afternoon 
when hearing was commenced of 
charges of larceny and conspiracy 
against tw forcignors, 7 * 
“The accuncd were |. TT. 
Nowachinsky (42), a Pole describ- 
ed as o merchant, and 

Abdul Dodan (3B), a Persian 
who gave: his pccupation os a 
music halk artiste. : 

Both men were defended by Mr. 

F, X, D'Almada ec Castro, Snr. 
_ In his opening on behalf of the 
prosecution, Mr. M. K. Lo dealt 
at great length with the facts of 
tho case, commencing from a visit 
made by the Pole to the Tung 
Hing ,pawnshop.. at Jardine’a 
Baznor, where the alleged fraud 
took place, until the arrest of 
both men subsequent to a visit 
made to another ‘pawnshop at Weat 
Point. 

The Tung Hing pawnshop, 
which was the complainant fn the 
proceedings, explained Mr. Lo, 
was almilar to other, establish- 
ments in the Colony with ita 
interior divided into two portions 
—the front where the customer 
stood to pasa his goods up to the 
counter and the back where there 
was a dais on which the accoun- 
tants presiding at the counter 
atood, There wos aside door 
leading to thia inner sanctum, and 
it was into this that the Pole on 
his first visit to the shop on Octo- 
ber 17 expressed a desire to be 
conducted. He held up a ring 
mounted with a diamond and this, 
coupled with sundry signs and 
gesticulntions, left the two ace 
countants with very little doubt 
that the object he held was of 
rare value and his business above 
the ordinary, 

Once within the 
Pole held up one finger. which 
Lee Lin, the first accountant, 
rightly construed to mean $1,000. 
It was a‘big loan that was being 
anked for, and Lee Lin found it 
necessary to confer with his part- 
ner, Lau Lam, before making a 
counter offer. The conference 
closed with Lee Lin holding up 
five fingers. It only remained for 
the Pole to hold up’ six fingers 
hefore the deal was closed at 
$600. The ring changed hands. 


No Suspicion. 

Now, continued Mr. Lo, the ac- 
countant was not at all suspicious 
—he had no particular reason to 
be, but there was the formality of 
name and adéress to be complied 
with. He had it noted down in 
Chinese caligraphy thal the man 
who pawned it was ao European, 
but the address remained a diffi- 
culty. To solve the problem he 
detailed a foki to follow the 
foreigner after he left the shop 
and traced him to the French 
Hospital at Causeway Bay. 

On the same-day, at about 4 
o’clock in the afternoon, the Pole 
re-appeared at the pawnshop. He 
held aloft ‘another ring, and the 
same procedure was followed that 
marked the previous visit. That 
wis to say, the’ customer was 
again ushered through the barrier 
and he took the hands of both ac- 
countants in a hearty shake. He 
was, Mr. Lo remarked, being 
treated as a Sort of superior 
.zentleman, 

The ring on which the foreigr 
gentleman now wished to negotiate

SPEED IN THE AIR. 


FUTURE OF RESEARCH 
AND EXPERIMENT. 


PRACTICAL - RESULTS. 


The result of the Schneider 
Trophy contest, and the unexpec- 
tedly grent speed attained by 
Flight- Lieut.-G, Stainforth in his 
3-kilometre record flight last Tues- 
day prove to be of far more than 
merely sporting interest. tn some 
respects scientific prophecy has 
been confounded: at the very 
lowoat estimate important tcechol- 
cal progress has been made. So 
far from this being the end of the 
work, there ia every reason for 
hailing it as a phose in which de- 
finitely the paths to even more 
rapid progress than that of the 
pnat few years are indicated, 

There are pecullarities about 
the progress of. specd which ap- 
pear to confound. theory. In these 
Inter years there has been no evi- 
dence that Increase of speed for a 
given Increase of power declines 
as the seale rises: rnther astonish- 
ingly, the reverse. a 

Taking the 3-kilometre records, 
which have followed immediately 
after the Sehneider Trophy con- 
test, it will be xeen that in 1927 
a speed of 319 m.p.h. was obtained 
with an engine of about 990 
hp, In 1929, with 1900 h.p, the 
record was put up to 367 mph. 
an increare of only 38 mp.h. for 
an addition of nearly 1,000 h.p., 
whilst in the present year an addi- 
tion of only 700 hp. has brought 
an inerease of 50 m.p.h. in Flight- 
Lieut, Stainforth's new record of 
408.8 m.p.h. 


Has o Limit: Been Reached? 


Broadly speaking, the acrody- 
namic law under ‘which the reslat- 
ance of the air increases, not 
directly as the speed, but aa the 
square of the speed, seemed to 
point to an early arrival at a speed 
beyond which any incrense could 
only be’ obtained by a wildly ex- 
travagant Increase of power.

The really wonderful’ Rolls- 
Royce racing engine, “boosted” as 
it was for the record flight to give 
about 2,600 h.p,, can be still fur- 
ther “boosted,” not by structural 
change, but by fuel modifications 
and increased supercharging, — It 
might be brought up to 3,000 hp: 
without increase of weight 

Cooling is the difficulty, but in 
place of the present water cooling, 
whieh demands that the whole of 
the wing and other surfaces of the 
seaplane shall be radiator surface, 
a demand .hich compels the de- 
stener to subordinate acrodynamic 
ideals to cooling necessities, it

Motor Fatilities, 


When, in his report for 1930, 
the Inspector General of — Potice. 
had to recard fifty-nine fatal road 
accidents, as compared with thirty- 
six the previous year, the first 
reaction was one of alarm, with a 
fecling that if was beeominy less 
and less safe to move about Honss- 
kong’s congested thoroughfares. 
The Hon. LGVP. himself deplored 
the increase in the road fatality 
figures, though he appeared to re- 
ward the cituse as carelessness by 
pedestrians, rither than reck] 
ness on the { of motor 
drivers, or Inxity iiv police traffic 
direction. In this econelusion he 
was probably right, as (he figures 
themselves suggest that there is 
very little wrong either with, tie 
ability of Hongkong motorists or 
the methods of handling motor 
traffic, This is emphasised when 
one considers the state of affairs 
in America. For the first nine 
months of thia year more than 
24,000 peuple were killed in’ motor 
accidents—an appalling figure, 
and incidentally the largest num- 
her aver recorded fora similar 
period. If the rate is continued 
until the end of December, ‘the 
total fatality list for the nation 
in 1931 will be nround 36,000, And. 
if the American writers, them- 
selves, are to be believed, it is the 
system of handling traffie whieh 
is the direet ease of such horrify- 
ing figures. In Hongkong the 
srentest danger to motoriats, Is 
not the traftic-congested —atreeta, 
but the Chinese coolle class, whose 
road sense is almost negligible. 
One can stand at almost any point 
in cither Queen's Road or Des 
Voeux Road, almost any time of 
day, and witness flustrationa of 
this and of the menace it is both 
to themselves and motorists, It is 
also a common mistake’ in. the 
minds of a large percentage of 
pedestrians, that they: have the 
right of the road. The obvioun, 
of course,-should suggest itself to 
thom.

New Powers.

The most interesting arrival at 
the London Zoo recently is a 
serow. This: curious half goat- 
half antelope crenture comes from 
Upper Burma and waa presented 
by Mr. N,V. Holberton, Conserva- 
tor of Forests, Burma, 

Cike its cousin, the rare takin, 
of which the Zoo has the + only 
specimen in captivity, the serow is 
an inhabitant uf the most Inneces- 
sible mountains, ; 

The present specimen, which is 
about. six mouths old, was captured 
at the age of thive or four weeks 
by Mr. Holberton, who shot ite 
mother in mistake, believing her 
tu be a male, At the time of 
capture dt was little more than a 
foot in height, but it now  atands 
nearly three feet at the shauldera, 

It has a‘sumewhat clumay, goat- 
like head and a shaggy chestnut 
coat, but, unlike the goat, it has 
no beard. Its horna now are 
straight and pointed, but Jater they 
will asstime a slight curve. Having 
been reared since capture on the 
bottle, “Amos,” ns he is called, is 
a yreat pet, and perfectly tame; 
in fact, he enjoys human com- 
pantonship, and will take food 
from anyone's hand, Like — the 
takin, it has a Jumbering gait, and 
yet it is: described as being one of 
the most sure-fopted creatures in 
the world, as, indeed, it has to be, 
considering the type of country in 
which it lives, : 

The serow, unlike its relatives, 
is a solitary animal, and excced- 
ingly diticult to capture, Ro is 
many years since the Zoo had a 
specimen, 

A Quiet Life. 

Among a consignment of animals 
from Australia are two ‘pairs of 
Tasmanian Devils. ‘Phese — crea- 
tures are somewhat larger than the 
domestic cat, and have excessively 
big heads, They are extremely 
snvnge, and are now almost extinct 
in Tasmanin owing to the ceaseless 
warfare which is waged against 
them by farmers on account of 
their marauding activities among 
the sheep and poultry. 

On arrival al the Zoo they were 
placed together in one cage in the 
North Mammal House, whereupon 
a free fight ensued. The appear- 
nnee ol food, hewever, made them 
forget their grievances, and they 
are now settling down to a quiet 
life. 

Included in the collection 
several Bennett's wallabies

The fundamental merit qf in- 
ternational trade is that all cauti- 
tries can concentrate on the  pro- 
duction of these commodities for 
which they are naturally idapted 
and 80 give the world it’a neces- 
sities nt the lowest posqible cast. 
Tariffs obviously defent thia ob- 
ject and the people who are ad- 
vocating a fiscal change for the 
U.K. at the moment arc, from a 
national standpoint, either fools or 
traitors, One minute they are 
lecturing us on the interdependence 
of nations, helping Germany out 
of the mire, ete, and the next in- 
halation results ina violent out- 
Durst about) keeping ont the 
foreigner and the necessity of un- 
derselling the other man. 


Tariffs are barriers erected for 
the sole purpose of stopping — in- 
ternational trade and Britain is the 
one country in the world that can- 
not wfford to embark upon such a 
policy without first ridding herself 
of about 75°; of the population. 


International trade is not mere- 
ly a question of underselling an- 
other country, It ia barter, pure 
and simple, and when we decline 
to accept the foreigner’s goods, 
he is only running himself into debt 
by taking ours.

EDISON’S LIFE AN D 
WORK. 


HARDSHIPS OF EARLY DAYS, 


ROMANCE OF FIRST 
PHONOGRAPH. 


When) Thomas Alya dison 
(whose death took place last month 
was born thera was no electric 
light, no telephone, no tape ma- 
chine, no electric tramway, no 
cinematograph, A comparison of 
that day with ours gives the meas 
sure of his services to mankind. 

He came of sturdy Dutch stock. 
His Kreat-grandfather, a New York 
banker, took sides with the Mother. 
land in the War of Independence, 
and fled to Nova Scotia; he, 
Involved in a Canadian rebellion, 
found refuge on the American side 
of the border, after a tramp of 180 
miles without food or sleep, and 
settled in the Ohio village of Milan, 

There the famous inventor was 
born on February 1, 1847, The 
modest amount of education he re- 
ceived wns given by his mother, 
and when he was'twelve he began 
work as a seller of fruit and news- 
papers on the Grand Trunk Rafl- 
road from Detroit to Port Huron. 
Between trnins he read émnivor- 
ously in the Detroit Library, and 
when by his business activity he 
was making eight dollars a‘day he 
established and printed a little 
newapaper and set up a laboratory 
in the bavwnge van of the train. 


A Disaster, 


But one day the cat caught fire, 
and Edison, with his printing out- 
apparatus, was 
flung out at the next station, and 
mide permanently deaf by the 
Vigorous enr-cuffs of the enraged 
conductor. Having saved the life 
of & station master’a child, he was 
taught telegraphy by the futher, 
and he was shortly able to obtain 
0 position as operator on the line. 
For some years, he travelled an 
telegraphic, railway, and news- 
pdper work in Canada and the 
United States, and an. many oe- 
casions his inventive genius dis- 
played itaclf in devices for saving 
work. He was still In his teens 
When he overcame the difficulty 
caused by a broken telegraph cable 
across a river by imitating the 
alphabet of the Morse cade on the 
whistle of a railway engine. 

In 1871 he migrated from Boston 
to New York, taking with him, 
among other ideas, the germ of his 
duplex. and multiplex telegraph. 
He becume associated with the 
Gold Reporting Company (the ob- 
ject of which was to transmit the 


price of gold to hrokers and money’ 


changers), aand' while neting as 
superintendent he brought out his 
earliest successful ‘invention, the 
printing: telegraph for stock quo- 
tation, So valuable were his many 
‘inventions to the Company that he 
was offered forty thousand dollars 
for the entire lot. Edison accept- 
ed, and so little versed in business 

8 he that he did not, know what 
to-do with the cheque when he re- 
ceived it, ‘

But from this time onward his 
career. was one of almost unbroken 
success, Eagor to exploit his own 
Inventions, he established a factory 
in Newark, New . Jersey, with a 
amall body of men, but a few years 
ater he was obliged to move to 
Menlo Park, and afterwards to 
Orange Grove, taking with him on 
each occasion a band of disciples 
who. were hardly lean enthusinatic, 
and hardly Jess enduring, than 
himself, ' 

His persistency is admirably 
shown in his work {in connexion 
with the‘ {ncandercontolecttic| 
lamp. He spent forty thousand 
doHars in trying to find a suitable 
Mament, when a number. of finan- 
clera placed enormous sums at his 
disposal for the discovery ' of a 
substanee, which would emit a 
Deight light in a vacumised glass 
bulb by .the aid of electricity, 

On October 21. 1879, after he 
had apent four days and nights 
conaecutively in the laboratory, 
the lamp was an acomplished fact 
In December of that year he gave 
his first public exhibition of elec- 
tric lighting, At the Paria Ele. 
trical Exposition of 1881 he won 
five gold medala and a diploma. of 
honour, While he was at work an 
Kngliah physicist, Joseph Wilson 
Swan, had been engaged on the 
same problem, and he was certain- 
ly far ahead, in point of time, of 
the American inventor tn realising 
the diMculties to be ‘overcome, For 
a considerable period there was 
rivalry between the two Inventors, 
but ultimately it was arranged that 
their patenta should be worked to. 
gether, 

The Phonograph. 


.. Another invention. with which 
the name of Edison is indissolubly 
associated is the phonograph, “I 
waa singing to the mouthpiece of 
a telephane,” he said, “when the 
vibration of the voice sent the fine 
steel point into my finger. That 
set me thinking. If 1 could record 
the actions of the polnt over the 
same surface afterwards, I saw 
no rengon why the thing would not 
tuk, F tried the experiment first 
cna slip of telegraph paper, and 
found that the point made an 
alphabet. | shouted the words 
‘Halloo! halloo!' into the mouth- 
plece, ran the paper back over the 
steel point, and heard a faint 
‘Halloo! halloo!’ in return... , 
The phonograph, or sound-record- 
er, is the result of the pricking of 
a needle.” ; , 

His assistants Iaughed at the 
idea of building a machine.that 
vould talk, bet Edison was und/s- 
mayed, and wrestled night and day 
with the problem of reducing his 
discovery to practical shape. At 
last he called on a frient in tho 
office of the “Scientific American,” 
with a quaintlooking instrument 
which’ emitted the wonderful 
sounds, “Good morning! What do 
you think of the phonograph?" 
He had succeeded; the phonograph 
was horn! . 

But between the original instru. 
ment—now. to be seen in the South 
Kensington Musetm—and the per- 
fect. machine, which has recorded 
for posterity the tragic tones of 
Irving or the golden notes of 
Curuso, there’ was an immense 
gulf, bridged only by the genius 
of Edison, 

It is said that he spent month 
after month in making the instru- 
ment produce a correct “s” or an 
intelligible .“p.” And year after 
Year was spent in an attempt to 
combine the sounds of the phono- 
{graph with the movements of the 
cinematograph so that we might 
have talking and singing pictures, 
His work in the perfection of the 
cinematograph is known all over 
the world, nor is it necessary here 
to do more than refer to his car- 
Lon transmitter, by which he over- 
came the falntness of Bell's tele- 
Phone and eliminated the extrane- 
ous sounds, 

Edison. took out more than on 
thousand patents, and it would be 
impossible here to enumerate all 
his devices and inventions. Ever 
a practical man, he kept before hia 
eves the commercial possibilities 
of all he undertook, and for choice 
preferred inventions that were 
useful in peace rather than in war, 

Often too much was expected of 
him. The announcement that he 
_had discovered a now “storage bat- 
tery” was hailed with extravagant 
praise, to be succeeded by extrava- 
gant disgust when it was found 
that he had only partially solved 
the problem which had long worri- 
od electrical railway engineers, of 
obtaining electrical force direct 
from the oxygen und carbon, with- 
out the heating process requiring

It cannot be claimed that he was 
A great scientific philosopher in the 
sense that. Kelvin was. His view 
of scionce was thoroughly 
Daconian in its insistence on im- 
mediate utility as the object, and 
the present generation and the pre- 
ceding ono—_havo_reason—to—thank 
the aolf-made Thomas Alva Edison 
for being able to live in a world 
made more comfortable by his 
gentus, One can hardly imagine 
civilisation to-day without the ap- 
plications of electricity to which 
he devoted’ his industry and inven- 
tive skill. 

His capacity for work was enor- 
mous, Sixteen hours a day were 


spent regularly jn the laboratory—] 


where he smoked innumerable 
cigars—while ‘he could Inboitr, if 
necessary, aixty hours nt a stretch. 
He rarely slept for more than four 
hours a night, and yet he got from 


hia brief rest n sufficient renewal]: 


of his vital forces, 

His advice to young people who 
wished to nvoid temptation was to 
get a job and work so hard ut it 


that.temptation could not exist fer]! 


them. He waa a lifclong  teeto- 
taler, Smoking = and chewing 
tobacco were his only dissipations. 

Many honours were showered 
upon him, but those that he valued 
most were the three degrees of the 
French Legion of Honour and the 
Albert Gold Medal awarded to him 
by the British Society of Arts, 


The Rubber Problem, 


[n 192B he received the highest 
honours his country could give 
him, Congresa voting him a gold 
medal, A yenr later his invention 
of the incandescent lamp was com- 


memorated on a postage stamp, 

His last years were, devoted to 
the study of rubber. He expert 
mented with a great variety of 
plants in his summer home, in or- 
der to discover one suited to the 
Southern States of the Union from 
which rubber could be’ ' obtained, 
He failed to reach a satisfactory 
solution of the problem. 

In the summer of 1929 he decid- 
ed to adopt a “successor,” for 
whose scientific education he pro- 
mised to pay. From forty-nine 
candidates—one from each State— 
he selected, with the help of a com- 
mittee, which included Mr. Henry 
Ford and Colonel Lindbergh, Wil- 
bur Huaton, aged 16. Age was al- 
ready telling upon’ dison’s extras 
ordinary vitality, however, and the 
process of selection proved a 
severe strain on his strength. 

His long, active carcer did not 
terminate until July of this year, 
ita he decided to go into retire- 
ment.
